The ears are pierced for 
nol only one sot. of ear-rings, but i'or several, 
the usual custom being seven holes in the right 
ear and .six in the left, which in a full dressed 
belle, are tilled willi-riiigs. -Thenose is usually 
pierced'!n the Jeft'side, and a ring with pendout 
jewels hangs"-aronud the mouth, dangling'upon 
'the chin. 
The" neck is heavily laden with 


necklaces of metal, precious stones, corals'of 
pearls. The bracelets on the arms are of silver 
or gold, according to the means of. the jfearer, 
some of the fair sex wearing as many as, twen- 
ty-five or thirty bracclels on either arm. 'The 
lingers arc.covered AVitli lings in the same pro- 
fusion, with the addition of a seal ring on each 
thumb, which generally is the finest and most 
ornamental. The miklcls of the higher classes 
are ot solid gold, set with precious stones, and 
are extremely beautiful. Little bells are -at- 
tached, so that in walking or daiicinir, time is 
kepL to. the motion.

covered \vitlnings, thoseal being worn on top 
asupcutlie outside of the thumb. An India 
belle, in full eostuine, may wear several pounds 
of jewelry and not be overdressed.

It is a huge sheet of scarlet paper, 
with the name, inscribed in laige charactcis; the 
more micmnloth-Viki!'ffleseMal'(r, the more grand' 
and respectable their ou'ner is supposed to be. 
There are several kinds of these visiting cards. 
First, their is the plain card, which is a single 
sheet of scarlet paper, with the name written 
or stamped nearest the right hand and topmost 
sides. This is cmployed'only in common occa- 
sions. Then, there is the oflicial card, mostly 
used by mandarins on visits of ceremony, which 
is also a single sheet, and contains the name, 
proceeded-by tlie entire title, written down the 
eentie of the card from top to bottom. 
Then, 


again, there is the full card, which is only pro- 
duced on very grand occasions, such as New 
Year visits, aud visits of congi-alulat.ion and 
condolence. The full card is folded aud must 
contain cxai'lly ten folds. It does/not enumerate 
the titles, bat simply contains the name ol the 
iudi\idii,il wiitten in the right hand aud bottom 
corner of the ihst fold, prefixed by the woids :• 
"Your stupid younger brother," and followed 
by the words, " bows his head and pays his re- 
spects." 
AVhero the person visitnd belongs to a 


geneiation senioi to the visitor, the latter styles 
himself '• Your stupid nephew." If two gene- 
rations senior, the visitor writes. " Your more 
than stupid nephew." 
Should the individual 


visited belong to a younger generation, the visi- 
tor takes to himself the name of'-uncle," in- 
stead of "uepheu-,' iclaiiiiug, however the de- 
preciatory appellative, of "stupid." There are 
still further \ariclies of self-designation, acuoid- 
iiig to the paiticular gradations of relationship; 
but those above quoted will suffice to give an 
idea of thepiuiciiilhoHs rules peculiar to Chinese 
visiting. This last folded card being an expen- 
sive and cmiVbrous afiair, is, as a matter of eti- 
quette, always relumed to the visitor after it 
has been piesented, when it is agaiu Uiken 
charge pf by the servent to be used on future 
occasions.

ESCAPE OF CAIIPKXTUK Tin: FOBOEII.— 


'Jreat excitement wiis caused in Uojlcstown on 
Friday uiorning liu-t hy tlui ttiinnunccinont that 
iitarpciitur, the noti'd bank forger, who has been 
confined in the county juil for several mnntlis 
Kist awaiting his trial on tlie cliiir^o of attempt- 
ng to swindle the Doyli'slown National Bank, 
lioil inaile Ilia escape with anmher notorious 
-luiractur coiiinionly known as .J.ick Shipinan. 
These two men loomed together in the cell 
formerly occupied by Tcufel, tlin mnidcrcr. 
Tliis apartment is situated in tlin north corner 
of the west wing of tin-jail liiuMim:, and it is 
the only cell in nhieli til'.' i-nii bis used Hint is 
regaided us safe i'ur tin: confinement of crimi- 
nals of a high guide, or such as it is necessary 
to secure «itli inoie tlian t!ie usual care. Tlie 
movements of Uirpcnli-r huvc been watched 
pretty closely by the Sheriff anil the keepers of 
tlic jail for some time past, but no evidence of 
any attempt at regaining his liberty could be 
discovered. At one o'clock on Friday morning 
William Jlarr, tlio assistant keener, passed 
through tin' jail and examined the doors of Car- 
penter's cell and found everything in the same 
condition as when the lost lns[>ection was made 
lain in the evening. At 2 o'clock, Silas II. 
Aaron, the keeper who occupies a room inside 
tlic jail, was attracted by the bin-king of a dog 
which is ki'pt in tlie building, on which lie 
made -. n inspection of the promises, but finding 
everything quiet he concluded that the dog hail 
becii disturbed by tlic noise occasioned by the 
wind, which was blowing violently at tlie time.

who in ictrospective mood scan tlie years o 
tlie century alieady gone, can attest that tin 
prophecy hastens to its fulfilment! 


We go back to Ellen for woman's divine 


commission conferred in tlie title "help-meet.' 
ijiit we vainly seek in the history of siibseqnen 
ages for her full possession of this sacred char 
ncter. Here and there through the centime; 
gleam out solitary instances of great deliver 
ers or of women of snpcrioi mental accomplish 
incuts—instances which arc prophetic mine 
than immediately helpful to the day and gene 
ration into which these women*were born.

Tet more completely in the future shall she he 
omul doing that portion of the woild's iutel- 
ectiiid work which belongs to her, not in man's 
vay, but in her own way, tlie womanly way as 
listingnishuil from the, manly wav, and both 
hull be alike honored and honorable, for.,they 
wain are o?ic.

woman-physicians in America has been no ac- 
cidental cireumsUinco in point of time, but a 
valuable stone in the marvelous mosaic of Di- 
vine providence. 


Woman's work for woman in foreign lauds, 


as a distinctive movement, dates to the yoar 
ISGO.

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importance for women, followed tlie separate 
school of a higher grade, iu which eia the 
hcroie Mary Lyon appears as a lender, and the 
clcunnt and accomplished.' Mrs. Willai-d as a 
woTlhy coadjutor. Each of these Indies repre- 
sented a dilibrcnt phase of tlie culture sought, 
and each type of instruction proved potent for

Thirty-two years have boon added to 1842,

No higher 
tribute to their acknowledged capability and 
success could be offered than that paid by the 
principal of the Delhi, India, mission of the 
English Clnucli, who, when last August, the 
directorship of their Mission Hospital w.is made 
vacant by death—applied fur a successor, not 
to English homes or hospitals, but lo the alma- 
mater of these ladies. 


As the moment of our separation draws near, 


1 realize that, this world-wide work upon which 
we have been dwelling, is in its application an 
individual work; and that, whithersoever your 
steps may turn, these iriimls and hands of 
yours iire'heiicei'orth to be reckoned important 
factors in tlie same. We send yon forth to its 
doing with confidence, and yet with the tender- 
ness which love begets. We beg you to over 
remember that as you shall valiantly acquit 
yourselves, or inglorioiisly succumb to circum- 
stances of whatever character, the great world, 
no less than this college, will be tlie richer or 
tlie poorer for your having lived.

When his own State, in a moment 
of petulant intolerance, affiontcd him thiough 
llie.rvofce of her Legislature, ho was less dis- 
turbed than any of his friends; and now there 
Is not a man in Massachusetts who is not thank- 
ful that all possible atonement was made be- 
fore the great sp'.rit they had tried to injure 
had passed beyond the reach of their penitence. 
For ng, who have bad only woids of honor and 
reverence, for him while he lived, our only care 
now is to forbear from that overpraise which 
comes from a proud and loving sorrow. No
